GREEK DRAMA. 

Love, so fruitful a source of interest with 
modern writers, is left uncultivated by the an- 
cient dramatists. They have no Juliets, no 
Belvideras, no Ophelias. ‘They till a stern- 
er soil, and are more successful in the de- 
lineation of jealousy, or revenge. Medea is 
indeed the picture of a consummate artist— 
true to nature, and essentially female. She 
is in revenge what Lady Macbeth is in am- 
bition, —as bold, as resolute, as bloody ,—yet 
with one touch of tenderness to redeem her 
from abhorrence. The last smile of her 
children—the panustaton gelasma—is to her 
what the rese:wblance of the sleeping Dun- 
can to her father isto the other. But with 
this exception, the feelings and expressions 
of the leading female characters might with 
equal propriety be ascribed to persons of the 
other sex,—or at any rate, be thrown into a 
joint and common stock for almost indiffer- 
ent use amongst themselves. There is hard- 
ly a shade of variationto break the sameness 
of this uniformity, or to distinguish the heavi- 
ness frgmeach other. The sacrificed daugh- 
ter of one play, is the devoted wile of a se- 
cond, and the pious sister of athird. iffer- 
ence of circumstances makes little difference 
of language or feeling. Polyxine might 
sit for the picture of Iphigenia, or Alcestis 
stand as the reflection of Antigore. To sup- 
ply the want of a poetical theology, the 
Greek poet had two resources, of which un- 
sparing use is made :—he could resort to 
the Furies or the Fates. ‘The first, in the 
hands of Aeschylus, were enough to frighten 
women into miscarriages, and children into 
fits; and even modern breasts may thrill at 
the invocations of Oedipus Coloneus, or the 
agonies of Orestes. The mysterious power 
of Destiny is made yet more potent and ap- 
alling. Leading its unconscious, helpless 
victim, through the dreary vicisitudes of mad- 
ness, crime, and misery, to a catastrophe of 
undeserved but unavoidable horror, it makes 
the gradual developement of the Oedipus 

rannus the most heart rending series of 
action that imagination can conceive. We 
drink the cup of agony by drops, and find it 
ularly increase in bitterness to the close.

'\Ivan Vejeeghen; or, Life in Russia. By 
(i ‘Thaddeus Bulgarin. 
This is a most curious work, and gives a 
more accurate notion of Russian habits, cus- 
toms, &c. than some dozen of travels. It is 
a literary curiosity in every respect ; first, for 
its actual contents, which are quite new ; and 
secondly, as being the first Russian novel. 
Its accidental are greafer than its actual mer- 
its. The story is involved, not very interest- 
ing, and overlaid with episodes ; but the great 
attraction of the book is in its novelty and 
we think we may venture to add, its truth. 
We are inclined to believe the scenes on the 
page are one and all actual transcripts from 
life. ‘The barbarous state of society is vivid- 
ly depicted ; the common vice of bribery in 
the disposal of justice ; the advantage of even 
slight knowledge, as shewn in the superiorit 
of the Jews, who manage almost all the busi- 
ness and engross all the property ; the feudal 
state of the great land-owners ; the ignorance, 
and the prejudices, seem to throw us back 
some centuries in our own history, and the 
progress of civilization seems wonderful ; 
how many and how gradual are the steps 
which it has to take! But we must now 
proceed to extracts, endeavouring to make

‘|stance, when he said to a guest, ‘I beg you 
will drink, sir; do honour to my wine, I as- 
igure you it is worth trying, then they poured 
jout the first sort. ‘ Drink a little wine; it 
‘really is not bad,’ denoted the second sort. 
i You don’t drink any: hey, pour out wine 
to the gentleman,’ marked the third sort. It 
appears that Mr. Gologordofisky knew per- 
fectly the tastes of his guests, for they all 
drank a decent portion, and regularly com- 
lied with the landlord’s invitation. Besides, 
reckon Mr. Gologordoffsky’s behaviour very 
commendable: why treat a guest with what 
he is hot acquainted, and when he is as well

Who does not know the proverb, ‘ Do 
not throw your pearls before swine” At the 
end of the dinner a huge goblet was brought 
in, adorned with coats of arms and inscrip- 
tions. Mr. Gologordoffsky poured wine into 
it, drank to the health of his spouse, and with 
loud Cries of ‘ Vivat!’ with peals of music 
and flourishing of trumpets emptied it, and 
bowing to his next neighbor, added ‘ Into 
your hands.’ Exactly with the same cerimo- 
nial the cup went round from hand to hand. 
At last, when all the party refused to drink 
more, with the significant observation, ‘ that 
the day was not over yet,’ the landlord rose, 
all the guests following his example, and each 
of them taking one or two ladies by the arm, 
walked away tottering into the garden, where 
coffee and sweetmeats awaited them. Hard- 
ly had the gentry left the dining-room, when 
the lackeys belonging to the house and to the 
guests, the musicians and maid-servants, rush- 
ed in like harpies upon the remains of the 
feast, and without listening to the hoarse voi- 
ces of the marshalek and stud-master, tore 
every thing to pieces, and emptied the bottles 
to the very lees.

PROGRES&0F TIE INDIAN CHOLERA. 
We give to-day, says the New-York Standard of Tues- 
Gay, @ very interesting article from the May aumber of 
the Eaglishman’s Magazine, apon the progress of the In- 
dian Cholera, or, a8 it is commonly called, Cholcra Mor- 
bus. By this it will be perceived that that dreadful 
scourge commenced its career as early as 1517, and that 
it has for fourteen years been travelling through Asia to 
Europe, where it now is, with every prospect of soon in- 
wadieg France and Eoglaad, from whence to this country 
its transmission by medas uf our commercial intercourse 
will be facile and rapid. We shall to-morrow give a se- 
cond article from the same work, upon its nature and cure, 
a which a lively picture of its effects is drawn by the wri- 
ter, which fell ender his personal insyection in India. 

We easnestly recomasend this subject to the atication 
of our raunicipal authorities, that precautionary measures 
may be promptly adopted on its first appearance in Eng- 
land. A strict quarantine and due attention to cleaali- 
ness may do much to prevent its approach ie its most ma- 
lignent form; siace these have been effectual in certain 
cases. 

Bat the firm, unwevering step with which it has con- 

dected its terrible march in the east, unobetructed by 
A hills and Goods, and stopping only at the thickly populat- 
ed cities to gorge its sppetite with a third of its inhabi- 
tants, and then passing on like some famished monster to 
another, again to renew its feast upon its trembling vic- 
tims, leaves us bat little to hope from the interpusition 
between us of the wide Atlantic. <A single ship would 
suffice to convey it hither, and out of the many hundreds 
traversing the ocean, and some of them sailing from the 
very porte infected by it, may not one carry contagion in 
its hold? We would not wish to create unnecessary 
‘7 alarm, but a salutary caution ie not tobe neglected. It is 
iy & scourge which seems destined to visit every portion of 
the globe, as well from the facility se the certainty of its 
progress, which ss affected neither by distance a ¢ cli- 
mate, sed we have no right to claim am cxzemption from 
its visitation, while we continue to huld an intercourse 
with the scene of its ravages.

From the Persiaa Gult the Cholera extended inland, in 
two dirccuons, fuiloweng the line of commercial inter. 

Ou vne hand at ascended the Euphrates, travers- 
ing Mesopotamia, ir: Syria; and the ‘Sigrie, trum Bas- 
sura to Bagdad. On the other, the disease was propaga- 
ted into Persia.
